I  bers  of  the  church,  H.  e.  Jiis  own  subjecUj  to 
I  f fke  possessioti ;  and  whatevf^r  means  are  neces* 
;  earr  thereunto,  he  can  legitimate  and  make  law- 
Mill  J  as  poisoning,  a&sassinatlngv  b!c-.ving^up  with" 
\  f^un.powder,  &c.    Ic  is  an  approved  thing  among 
j  them,  u  case  deliberately  determined  by  the  in- 
filhble  head  of  the  church,  that  the  ^iiHng  of 
Vmg%  and  queen.^,  excommunicated  by  the  Pope, 
is  no  m^jrder,  nay  that  ii  is  meritorious  to  deotroy 
Jicretlcks. 

And,  as  they  encourage  the  murder  of  such 
princi^s  as  they  call  hrretlcks,  so  they  have  a 
solemn  form  of  preparing  an  rissassin  for  his  un-^ 
dertaking. 

The  person  designed  £or  the  v/ark,  is  sf  crciiy 
introduced  into  the  m^ditary  or  oratory :  tliere  a 
knife  wrapped  up  m  linen  is  taken  out  of  an  ivory 
cAse,  marked  ail  round  witji  varipus  characters, 
together  with  an  Agnus  Dei.  Upon  this,  as  it 
iii  drawn  out  of  the  shr'ath^  tbey  drop  holy  water 
Ii  and  consecr^ed  coral  beads  upgu  the  haft:  grant- 
1  in^  an  indulgence  of  delivering  as  many  souls  out 
of  Purgatory,  as  he  shail  give  wounds  to  the  prince, 
whom  they  design  to  assassinate:  Ihen  tbey  put 
the  knife  into  the  hand  of  the  parricide,  recopa- 
m'errding  it  in  the^e  words,     Elect  son  of  God, 
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take  this  sword  of  Jephthah,  the  sword  of  Samsop, 
the  sword  of  David,  with  which  he  cut  ofFGoliah's 
Iftad,  the  sword  of  Gideon,  the  sword  of  Judith, 
the  sword  of  the  Maccabees,  the  sword  of  the 
Pope,  by  whicti  he  has  deUvered  himself  from 
the  hands  of  princes,  having  spih  very  much  bbod 
in  their  dominions;  Go  4nd  be  prudently  coiira- 
gious»  may  God  stfengthen  thy  arm  "    This  be- 
ing  done  they  all  fall  down  upon  their  knees, 
and  the  chief  of  them  pronounces  this  exorcism : 
«-Be  present  ye  che7ur>ira>  be  present  ye  seraphim, 
ye  thrones,  ye  powers  be  present,  ye  holy  ar.f^els, 
and  fill  this  blessed  vessel  with  perpetu  glory* 
and  e/ery  day  ofFer  him  the  crown  of  the  ble?sed 
Virrin  Mary,  of  the  holy  patriarchs  and  martyrs ; 
he  is  n&  longer  a  member  of  our  communion^  but 
yours :  And  thot',  O  God,  who  art  terrible  and 
invincible,  and  ^'ho  in  the  meditory  has  put  it 
into  his  heart  t#  destroy  a  tyrant  and  heretick,  and 
confer  his  crown  on  a  catholic  king;  strengthen, 
w£  beseech  thee,  hii  hands  and  increase  his  cou- 
rage,  that  he  may  accomplish  his  will ;  give  him 
an  omnipotent  mail,  whereby  he  may  escape  the 
hands  of  those  who  would  apprehend  him  give 
him  wings,  by  which  his  holy  membera  may  es- 
cape the  endeavours  of  barbarous  betrayers  ;  pour 
into  his  soul  thy  chearing  rays,  by  which  his  body 
without  fear,  in  the  miHst  of  dangers  and  tortures, 
may  be  animated  with  jciy  and  exultation."  After 
this  exo.tc!«Ti,  the  parricide  is  brought  before  the 
altar,  over  which  is  painted  the  history  of  Jaques 
Clement,  a  Dominician  Monk,  with  the  images 
of  angels  protecting  him,  and  carrying  him  to 
hc/iven      t  his  the  Jesuits  shew  him,  and  with  li, 
prescinr  him  an  heavenly  crown,  sayir*g,  oRegard, 
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i3  Lord,  this  thin  arm,  2nd  the  executor  of  thy 
ustice,  let  all  the  sainrs  arise  a  ad  give  him  place.*' 
After  these  ceremonies,  four  Jesuits  ^re  cieputed 
:o  talk  with  the  parricide  alone,  these,  during 
;:heir  discourse,  are  wont  often  to  say,  that  there 
appears  in  him  a  divine  sort  of  brightness,  by  the 
jradiancy  of  which  f  hey  are  moved  to  kiss  his  hands 
land  feet,  and  that  he  no  longer  seems  to  them  to 
he  a  m?n,  but  a  heavenly  saint;  ihey  pretend 
also  to  envy  the  great  fi;?ory  and  b let  seel ness  to 
which  he  is  nov/  advanced,  sighing  and  saying, 
<  Would  to  God  I  had  been  chosen  in  thy  room, 
that  bffing  delivered  from  the  Dimii;hnieat  of  Pur* 
g'^tory.  I  might  have  gone  directly  to  paradise;' 
But,  if  he  whom  they  judge  proper  to  penetriite 
the  miirdc^r  be  backward  and  reiuctart,  then  th^y 
e\rheT  force  him  to  tnake  .such  a  vow  by  nighdy 
bugbears,  and  monstrous  spectres,  or  animate 
and  introduce  him  to  the  enterprize,  by  contriv- 
i^g  apparitions  of  the  Virgin  Mary,  or  angels,  or 
other  saints,  and  sonietirnes  of  Ignatius  and  his 
followers. 


Popish  Miracles. 

A CERTAIN  peas'mt  of  Auvergne,  a  pro- 
viru:e  in  France,  pexce?vlng  that  his  bees 
were  likely  to  ditJ,  to  prevent  this  misfortune,  was 
advised,  after  he  had  received  the  communion,  to 
keep  the  host,  and  ta  blow  it  into  one  cf  his  hives  ; 
and,  on  a  sudden,  :^A\  the  bees  came  fonh  out  of 
their  hiVeSj  and  ranking  themselves  in  good  order 
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liftei  the  host  up  from  the  ground,  and  carrying 
it  in  upon  their  wi!j,^>;s,  placed  it  amonfr  the  combs. 
After  this  the  maa  went  oitt  about  his  busiiiesss, 
and  at  his  return,  found  that  this  advic^^  had  suc- 
ceeded contrary  to  his  expectation,  for  all  hiS 
bees  were 'dead.    Nay,  when  he  lifted  up  the 
hivv*,.  he  saw  that  the  host  wa»  turned  into  a  fair 
child  among  the  honey  combs  ;  and  being  much 
agtomshsd  nt  this  change,  and  seeing  thit  this  in- 
fant seeming  to  be  dead,  he  took  it  i^i  his  l:ands, 
intending  to  bury  it  privately  in  the  church,  but^ 
when  he  came  to  do  it,  he  found,  nothing  in  his  j 
hands;  for  the  infant  w.a$  vanished  away.    This  , 
thin^r  happened  in  the  county  of  Olermoot,  which 
for  this  irreverence,  was,  a  while  after,  ciiastised 
by  divers  c^^lamities,  which  so  dispeopled  those  j 
parts,  that  they  became  like  a  wilderness.  From 
which  it  appeals,  ih«t  bees  honour  the  holy  licst 
divers  ways,  by  lifthig  it  from  the  earth,  an  J  carry- 
ing it  into  their  hives,  as  it  were  in  procession.'' 
L  n  (he  reader  remember,  it  was  the  God  whom 
Pc>pi2fs  -worship,  that  was  indebted  to  the  b^e?  | 
for  shelter  in  their  hive. 

A  certain  poor  man  going  to  visit  his  bees,  per- 
ceived them  to  make  a  sweet  harmony :  he  stood 
^ravi^hed  a  while  with  it,  not  knowing  what  i:: 
meant.  The  night  following,  as  he  went  about 
f,&me  business,  and  casting  his  eyes  towards  the 
bees,  he  perceived  them  to  rejoice,  9nd  sport  them- 
selves, making  an  admirable  melody.  First,  he  ^ 
informed  the  curate  of  it,  and  afterward?,  broke 
up  his  hive,  where  he  found  a  box  made  ©f  wax, 
but  of  such  snimirr^ble^  whiteness,  that  it  looked 
like  ivory  j  and  within  it  the  ho!y  sacrament  adored 


?  >y  the  beeSt  who  ranged  themselves  into  twQ. 

hoirs,  and  sang  the  praises  of  their  Creator. 
'  fh^  Bishop  ordered  a  procession  to  carry  tbacl^ 
'  he  holy  host  of  the  church;  arid  in  th^t  pl^ce  Was 
^  irected  a  sumptuous  chapeU  which  became  a  place 
'  )f  refuge  for  the  sick  and  the  afflicted.  When  no 
^iiody  knew  from  whencej  and  by  whom,  that  host 
^  lad  been  brought  there,  two  thieves  cf  iheir  own 
*  ;CCord  discovered  themselves,  and  confessed,  that 
'  laving  stolen  a  box,  they  had  thrown  the  host 
^  igain^t  the  hives^  By  \vhich  miracle  we  see  that 
■  he  bees  adore  the  holy  host,  and  sing  the  divine 
J  ?rai&e3,  dividing  themselves  into  two  choirs.'* 

A  certain  wcmafi,  having  received  the  eom- 
nunion  unworthily^  carried  the  host  to  her  hives, 
or  to  enrich  the  stock  of  bees;  and  afterwards 
:orning  again  to  £ee  the  success,  she  perceived 
hat  the  bees,  acknowledging  their  God  in  the 
acrament,  had,  with  admirable  artifice,  erected 
o  him  a  chapel  of  wax,  with  its  doors,  windows, 
jells,  and  vestry ;  and  within  it  a  ckalice  »vhere 
hey  laid  the  holy  body  of  Jesus  Christ.  iShe 
;ould  no  longer  conceal  this  wonder.  Tlie  priest 
>eing  advercised  cf  it;  came  thither  in  proces^ioni 
md  he  himself  he6.rd  haririonious  music,  which 
he  bees  made,  fl^r^g  round  about  the  sacranaent; 
md  having  taking  it  out,  he  brought  it  back  to  the 
:hurch  fuii  of  comfort,  c^rtityiiig,  that  he  had 
,eea  and  heard  our  Lord  acknowledged  and 
)raised  by  those  iiitle  creatures. 

An  old  and  simple  priest,  cf  the  pari^Ji  of  St. 
Colen,  carry ii?g  the  holy  sacrament  out  of  tov/n 
to  a  sick  person,  and  going  ap  a  very  rough  hill 
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met  some  louled  as:ies  descending  tovvar:!^  th^ 
town;  and  the  way  being  very  narrow,  and  the 
priest  not  being  able  to  get  past  them,  and  fear- 
ing to  be  overturned  hy  those  beaBts,  he  spoke  to 
them  according  to  his  simplicity  in  this  manner : 
My  a8$€S !  what  do  yon  me^ji  ?  Do  ye  not  see 
him  whom  I  carry  ?  Go  asWe  and  stop  to  make 
room  for  your  Creator,  which  I  com;nand  you  in 
his  name.  O  admirable  obedience  !  Tho^e  asscj 
which  used  not  to  stir  but  when  they  were  beaten^ 
presently  went  to  one  side,  where  the  hill  was 
more  steep,  without  apprehending  any  danger,  or 
letting  fall  their  load.  The  tovv  n  of  Colon  reonem- 
bers  this  wonder  to  this  day,  and  mej|itioneth  it 
with  astonishment. 

In  the  16th  century,  within  the  Venetian  tefV 
ritories,  a  priest  carrying  the  holjr  hasf,  without 
pomp  or  trairiy  to  a  sick  persoti;  he  m^  t,  out  of 
the  town,  asses  goin^  to  their  pasttire;  who  per- 
cciving  by  a  terrain  sentiment,  what  it  was  which 
ihe  priest  carried,  they  divided  themselves  into 
two  companies  on  each  side  of  the  way,  and  fell 
on  their  knees  Whereupon  the  priest^  with  his 
clerkj  all  amazed^  passed  between  those  peaceable 
beasts,  which  then  rose  up,  as  if  they  would  make 
a  pompous  show  in  honour  of  their  Creator  y  tol- 
lowed  the  prieevt  as  far  as  the  sick  man's  house, 
where  they  waited  at  the  door  till  the  priest  came 
out  from  it,  and  did  not  )eave  him  tilKhe  had 
given  them  his  blessing  Father  Simon  Rodri- 
guez^ one  of  the  first  companions  or  St.  igaanus, 
v/ho  then  travelled  it^ltaly,  informed  himself  care- 
fully id{  this  matter,  which  happened  a  Irttle  while 
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»efore  our  first  fathers  came  Into  Italy,  and  found 
hat  all  had  happened  as  has  been  told. 

A  Jew  blaspheming  the  holy  sacrament,  dared 
l6  say,  that  if  the  Christians  would  give  it  ta  his 
dog,  he  would  eat  it  up,  without  showing  any 
regard  to  their  God.  The  Christians  being  very 
aDgry  at  this  ojtrap;eous  speech^  and  trusting  in 
the  Divine  Providence,  had  a  mind  to  bring  it  to 
trial :  so,  spreading  the  napkin  on  a  table,  they 
laid  on  it  many  hosts,  among  which  one  only  was 
donsecrated.  the  hungry  dog  being  put  upon 
the  same  table,  began  to  eat  them  all,  but  com- 
ing td  that  which  had  been  consecrated,  without 
torching  it,  he  kneeled  down  before  it,  and  after- 
wards fell  with  rage  upon  his  master,  catching 
him  so  closely  by  the  nose,  that  he  took  it  quite 
away  with  his  teeth. — The  same  which  St.  Mat- 
thew ww)S  such  like  blasphemers,  spying,  'Give 
not  that  which  is  holy  unto  dogs,  lest  they  lura 
again  aod  rend  you,* 

St.  Anthony  of  Padua,  disputing  one  day  with 
one  of  the  mcst  obstin?^te  hereticks  that  denied  the 
truth  of  the  hdy  sacrm :ent>  d?ove  him  to  such  a 
plunge,  that  he  desired  the  saint  to  prove  rhis 
truth  by  some  miracle.  8t  Anthony  accepted 
the  condition,  -^td  said  he  vt auld  work  it  upon  his 
nvule.  Upon  this  the  hetc  rick  kept  her  three  days 
without  eating  and  drinki'^^;  and  rhe  third  day, 
the  bp.int  having  f^aid  mass,  took  up  the  host,  and 
nu  cie  him  bring  forth  the  I'uiigvy  tnul^i^  to  whom 
he  spokr  thuH  :— In  the  ii^^^'e  ot  the  Lord,  I  com- 
n.and  thee  to  com3  and  do  reverei:ce  lo  thy 
Creator;  and  confou^jti  the  malice  oi  hereiict. 


While  the  saint  made  this  discourse  to  the  mule 
the  heretick  sifted  out  oits  to  make  the  mnle  eat  i 
but  the  beast  having  more  understanding  thin  his 
master,  kneeled  bv?fore  the  host,  adoring  It  as  as 
Creator  aqd  Lord.  This  miracie  comforted  all 
the  faitkfa),  and  eBraged ;  the  heretics  ;  except  him 
thjt  disputed  with  the  saint,  who  was  converted 
to  the  Catholic  faith. 

About  the  year  1519,  a  poor  friendless  boy-j  of 
whose  birth  probabi/  his  parents  had  been 
ashamed,  tended  the  sheep  belonging  to  the  nun$ 
of  Scienna,  or  Sciennes,  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile 
sou  A  from  Edinburgh.  It  was  one  of  his  child- 
ish  Amusements  to  torn  up  the  white  of  kis  efe^^ 
and,  in  doing  it,  he  succeeded  so  well,  as  to  be 
able,  at  his  pleasure,  to  make  himseif  appear  per- 
fectly blind  The  nuns  observed  hioi  m  his 
amusement,  and  spok^  of  it  to  some  prle^;ts  and 
friars  who  were  their  vsitors.  It  imnn^diateiy 
occurred  to  thein,  that  it  proper  care  was  tak^nf 
of  this  yousg  person,  he  might,  in  couirte  of  tirnefi 
become  the  rit  subject  of  a  miracle. 

The  innocent  child  was  secreted  from  publl 
vleWy  it  has  been  said,  seven  or  eight  years,  an 
mostly  ia  02ie  of  the  cellr,  or  some  retired  apar 
ment  in  the  convent.  At  the  end  of  that  :jun'>b 
ofyearg,  his  stature  and  feativre^j  wererso  muc 
altered,  as  that  he  could  Hot  tw^dy  be  recollect 
by  the  very  few  perse  >  who  formerly  had  know 
him.  He  wa«  now  judged  to  be  of  a  proper  ag 
to  be  ^mt  forth  ?h  a  blind  mendicant,  nnd  to  r 
cei<^e  instructions  how  he  should  behav^e.  A.  per; 
so?;  vvai;  hired  to  conduct  !um,  who  believed  hir , 
to  have  been  bora  bliad,  aud  to  have  been  hitherto 
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supported  chiefly  by  charitable  contributions  frorh 
rh^  ladies  of  Sienns. 

The  simple  young  man,  who  scarcely  knew 
any  other  people  in  tlie  world  than  thosfe  nnd^r 
\irhcse  tuition  h«  had  been  held,  readily  promised 
to  obey  their  injunctions.  They  bound  him  by  a 
sblenrih,  but  rash  vow,  to  effect  blindness,  dhd 
fo  b«fg  alms,  till  they  thould  iidvertise  htm  to  fhe^ 
contrary.  He  kept  hi#  promise,  and,  for  a  cra- 
siderabie  space  of  time,  vas  ltd  through  the 
country,  receJvif?g  -uch  alms  as  benevolent  people 
were  pleased  to  give  him. 

At  last  the  period  arrived,  when  those  priests 
Sihd  friars  v/ho  were  in  the  secret  of  his  not  be- 
ing rej^lly  blind,  thought  it  expeditnt  \h-i  he 
I  should  be  received  from  his  hard  cf>ndiuon.— 

At  the  east  end  of  the  village  of  Musselburgh, 
ih  Mid- Lothian,  was  a  cc  ebrated  cW^pel,  dedi- 
cated to  the  honour  of  the  Virgin.  Mary.  Its 
proper  name  was  Loretta,  but  it  was  vulgarly 
called  Alariet,  oir  Lawriet.  I  here  was  also  a 
chapel  of  the  same  name  in  Ptrih-,  and  many 
credulous  people  in  the  Lothians,  and  at  Perth, 
as  well  as  the  people  ot  Loretta,  in  Italy,  believed 
that  their  chapel  contained  within  it  the  identical 
small  brick  built  house  in  which  the  blessed  Mo- 
ther of  our  Lord  had  dwelt  when  at  iS^aziireth; 
and  that  it  had  been  riiiraculcusly  conveyed  and 
upheld  entire,  from  its  original  seat,  by  the  minis- 
try of  nn^els. — • 

Ir  was  in  the  well  fi^quented  chapel  at  Mussel- 
turgh,  and  where  aiiracies  were  most  commonly 
expected  to  be  seen,  that  the  pupil  of  the  Huns 
was  to  receive  his  sight.  Public  intimation,  of 
the  miracle  to  be  performed,  was  given  in  Edin- 
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burgh^  and  in  the  neighbouruig  parts,  anc!  on  the 
day  appointed,  a  prodigious  nnmber  of  people 
were  assembled.  They  faund  that  there  was  a 
stage  erected  on  the  outride  ot  the  chapel  Hav- 
ing waited  a  little  while,  they  beheld,  led  forward 
upon  this  stage,  the  seemingly  blind  young  man, 
whom  many  of  thein  knew,  and  whose  blindness 
they  had  probably  often  pitied  He  was  by  priests 
and  friars,  andf  no  doubt,  also  by  rhomas,  the 
Hermit,  (a  fainoas  worker  of  miracles.)  if  he  was 
then  alive.  After  some  tim?;  spent  in  the  use  of 
prayers  apd  ceiemonies,  his  eyes,  to  the  satisf^^c- 
tion  of  the  multitude,  appeared  to  be  perfectly 
restored.  The  young  man,  who  had  long  been 
restfictcd  from  emplojiag  honest  means  Tor  his 
subsistence,  now  sincerely  rejoiced.  He  returned 
thanks  to  the  priests  and  friars  ;  and  when  he 
came  down  from  tfee  stage,  was  caressed  and 
congratulated  by  the  people,  ar?d  some  of  whom 
gave  him  money, 

A  protestaut  gentleman  who  was  present,  de- 
tected the  cheat,  and  took  the  young  man  into  his 
service. 

Of  the  "many  good  men"  that  suffered  death 
under  Archbishop  BeatOH. — The  iirst  was  Mn 
Patrick  Hamilton,  Abbot,  of  Ferm,  a  man  nobly 
descended,  for  he  was  nephew  to  the  ^ari  of 
Arran,  by  his  tather,  and  to  the  Duke  of  Albany, 
by  his  mother,  and  not  mucti  ^ast  twenty-three 
years  of  age.  This  your  7  man  had  trayelled  in 
Germany,  and  falling  in  tamiliarity  with  Martin 
Luther,  Philip  Melaccthon,  Francis  Lambert,  and 
other  learned  men,  was  by  them  instructed  in  the 
knowledge  cf  true  rehgion,  m  the  profession 
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^hereol  he  was  so  zealous,  as  he  was  resolved 
3  come  back  into  his  country,  and  communicate 
tie  light  he  had  received,  unto  others.    At  his 
eturn,  wheresoever  he  came,  he  spared  not  to 
ly  open  the  corruptions  of  ihe  Roman  Church, 
nd  to  show  the  errors  crept  into  Christian  reli- 
ion.    The  clergy  gtudgmg  at  this,  under  colour 
>f  conference,  enticed  him  to  the  city  of  St» 
Vndrews.    Having  stayed  some  few  days  in  the 
Ity,  whilst  he  suspected  no  violence  to  be  used, 
mder  night  he  was  apprehended,  being  in  bed, 
nd  carried  prisoner  to  the  castle ;  the  nc  xt  day 
le  was  presented  before  the  Bishop^  accused  of 
naintaining  the  doctrines  of  the  Reformation. 
The  same  day,  he  was  condemned  by  the  secular 
udge,  and,  in  the  atternoon  led  to  his  place  of 
uffering,  which        appointed  to  be  at  the  gate 
>f  St  S^^vator's  college.  Btiiig  come  to  the  place, 
\e  put  off  his  gownt  and  gav^  it,  with  his  bonnet, 
oat,  and  other  apparel  to  his  servant,  saying, 
his  stuff  will  not  help  in  the  tire,  yet  will  do  thee 
>ome  good ;  I  have  no  more  to  leave  ihee  but  the 
bxample  of  my  death,  which  I  pray  thee  keep  in 
mind.    For  albeit  thff  same  be  bitter^  and  pain- 
ful in  man's  judgment,  yet  }s  u  the  entrance  to 
everlasting  lite,  which  none  can  inherit,  who  de- 
nieth  Christ  before  this  congregation     Then  was 
he  tied  to  the  stake ;  about  it  a  great  quantity  of 
coal,  wood,  and  other  combusuble  matter  was 
heaped,  whereof  he  seemed  to  huve  no  fear,  but 
seriously  commending  his  ^oul  inio  the  iiands  of 
God,  held  his  eyes  fixed  towards  heaven.    1  he 
executioner  firing  the  povs^der  that  was  laid  to 
kindle  the  wcod^  his  left  hand  and  the  side  of  his 
face  were  a  little  sqfrched  therewith,  yet  the  fire 


did  not  kindle.  Whereupon  some  were  ser^t  to 
the  castle  to  bring  more  powder;  whilst  this  was 
bringing,  he  uttered  divers  comfortable  speeches 
to  them  that  stood  by  ;  the  friars  all  that  time 
molesting  him  with  their  cries,  bidding  him  con- 
vert, pray  to  owir  lady,  and  say  Salvi  Regina ; 
amongst  them  none  was  more  troublesome  than 
Friar  Alexander  C^^ipbcU,  who  kept  company 
with  him,  at  bis  first  coming  tc  the  city-  Often 
he  besought  him  to  depart,  and  nor  to  vex  him ; 
but  when  he  would  not  cease  his  crymg,  he  said, 
wicked  man^  thou  knowe;St  that  I  am  not  a  heretic, 
iand  that  it  is  the  truth  of  God  for  which  I  nov/ 
suffer ;  so  much  thou  didst  confess  to  me  in  pri- 
vate, and,  therefore,  I  appe^il  thee  to  answer  be- 
fore the  jadgment-seat  of  Christ. 

The  powder  fay  this  time  was  brought,  and  the 
fire  kindled,  after  which,  with  a  loud  voice  hi 
was  heard  to  say,  how  long,  O  Lord  Ehali  dark- 
less Oppress  the  realm  ?  How  long  wilt  thou  naf- 
fer this  tryianny  of  men  and  then  closed  his 
speeches  with  tlieiae  words.  Lord  Jesus  receiv 
my  spirit.  His  bi*dy  was  quickly  cor^sumed,  { 
the  fire  was  vehement^  bat  die  patierice  end  co 
stancy  he  showed  in  his  dying,  atirred  up  su 
compassion  on  the  behoid^rs,  as  m^ny  of  the 
doubted  not  to  say,  that  he  sufFered  an  in^Qcei 
and  wag  indeed  a  martyr  of  Christ. 
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
